The  Workmen’s  Compensation  Board  has  the  honour  to  submit  its 
Annual  Report  for  the  calendar  year  ended  December  31st,  1946,  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  Section  50 — Subsection  (2)  of  The  Workmen’s  Compensation 
Act 

1946  was  a  year  of  great  industrial  activity  in  Alberta,  which  resulted 
in  considerable  additional  employment. 

The  growing  industrialization  of  Alberta  has  resulted  in  an  increase 
of  industrial  accidents.  It  is  now  recognized  that  workmen’s  compensation 
is  a  major  factor  in  industrial  labour  relations  and  while  there  was  an  increase 
of  3,914  reported  accidents  over  the  year  1945,  the  Board  was  successfully 
able  to  cope  with  the  increase.  A  total  number  of  23,068  accidents  were 
reported  during  the  year  1946,  as  compared  with  19,154  accidents  reported 
during  the  year  1945. 

The  volume  of  claims  work  dealt  with  in  1946  was  greater  than  that 
dealt  with  in  any  previous  calendar  year  so  far  as  can  be  determined  by 
operating  statistics. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  claims  reported  cannot  be  attributed 
to  any  one  industry,  or  locality,  nor  can  it  be  attributed  to  lack  of  attention 
to  safety  precautions.  It  is  general  in  character  and  most  of  the  Boards 
throughout  the  Dominion  have  reported  this  general  increase. 

The  reconversion  of  industry  from  war  to  peace  time  operations  has 
progressed  with  less  transitionary  difficulty  than  had  been  anticipated  and 
the  Board  was  not  required  to  take  any  unusual  steps  to  meet  new  conditions. 

The  Board’s  financial  position  as  set  out  in  the  accompanying  state¬ 
ments  is  very  sound,  adequate  provision  having  been  made  for  known  and 
estimated  future  requirements. 

A  total  of  $17,746,627.08  in  various  forms  of  investments  was  held 
as  at  December  31st,  1946.  We  would  point  out  that  these  investments  do 
not  represent  surplus  or  excess  funds,  but  are,  in  the  main,  held  in  trust  to 
provide  for  the  payment  in  the  future  of  benefits  of  permanently  injured 
workmen  and  the  dependants  of  fatally  injured  workmen  who  are  now  the 
responsibility  of  the  Board. 

The  current  general  trend  towards  lower  interest  rates  may  necessitate 
at  some  time  in  the  future  the  changing  of  the  rate  at  which  pension  awards 
are  capitalized  from  the  present  rate  of  3%  to  a  lower  one,  with  a  consequent 
increased  cost  to  industry  for  pensions  awarded. 

A  survey  by  an  actuary  of  the  operation  and  administration  of  the 
Board’s  Pension  Fund  was  completed  during  the  year.  This  report  states 
“The  conclusion  to  be  drawn  from  this  investigation,  is  that,  as  far  as  the 
pensions  in  the  course  of  payment  are  concerned,  the  liabilities  of  the 
Workmen’s  Compensation  Board,  Alberta,  are  being  soundly  financed”. 

Of  the  fifteen  members  of  the  staff  who  enlisted  in  His  Majesty’s  Service, 
all  but  one  have  returned  to  civilian  life  and  those  who  wished  were  re¬ 
employed  by  the  Board.  The  acquisition  of  these  experienced  employees

materially  assisted  the  Board  in  functioning  during  an  extremely  busy  year. 

The  auditing  of  employers7  pay-rolls  was  maintained  at  the  high  level 
of  previous  years  despite  the  large  increase  in  employers  coming  within  the 
scope  of  the  Act. 

The  claims  for  accidents  are  dealt  with  by  an  experienced  staff  in  an 
expeditious  manner  and  cheques  in  payment  of  compensation  are  forwarded 
to  workmen  as  soon  as  all  necessary  information  is  received.  A  continuous 
effort  is  being  made  to  reduce  the  time  lag  between  the  happening  of  an 
accident  and  the  payment  of  compensation  to  a  workman. 

Medical  Officers  of  the  Board  made  periodic  visits  to  the  larger  indus¬ 
trial  areas  of  the  Province  to  ensure  that  injured  workmen  receive  adequate 
medical  and  hospital  care  and  to  personally  follow  their  progress. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  the  Board  visited  a  number  of  industrial 
sections  in  the  Province  and  met  workmen,  their  representatives,  employers 
and  representatives  cf  industry. 

Separate  reports  on  Mine  Rescue  and  Accident  Prevention  Work  are 
attached  hereto  and  set  out  in  detail  the  work  in  these  two  departments. 
It  should  be  noted  that  two  additional  inspectors  have  been  added  to  the 
staff  of  the  Accident  Prevention  Department  to  cope  with  the  additional 
inspections  called  for  by  the  general  increase  in  industrial  activity  in  the 
Province 

On  March  31st,  1946,  Mr.  F.  D.  Noble,  Secretary  of  the  Board  from 
the  time  of  its  inception  in  1918,  and  Mr.  R.  Christie,  Mine  Rescue  Station 
Superintendent,  retired  on  superannuation  after  having  served  the  Board 
faithfully  and  efficiently  for  many  years. 

The  Board  wishes  to  take  the  opportunity  of  expressing  its  thanks  to 
the  staff  for  their  loyal  and  efficient  co-operation  which  enabled  the  Board 
to  carry  out  its  duties  during  a  strenuous  and  exacting  year. 

With  effect  from  February  1,  1947,  Mr.  C.  M.  Macleod,  K.C.,  was 
appointed  permanent  Chairman  of  the  Board.  Mr.  C.  C.  Cook  who  had 
acted  as  temporary  Chairman  from  June  1,  1945,  continues  in  his  former 
appointment  as  Commissioner.

Results  of  Operations 

Operations  for  the  year  under  review  resulted  in  provisional  surpluses 
of  $721,762.05  in  respect  of  1946  and  $420,105.89  in  respect  of  1945  and  prior 
years,  details  of  which  are  shown  on  Statements  Nos.  3  and  4  respectively. 
The  provisional  surpluses  have  been  carried  to  operating  reserve  as  shown 
on  Statement  No.  2.  In  arriving  at  the  operating  results  in  respect  of 
Class  13-2,  assessment  revenue  applicable  to  the  twelve-month  period 
ending  October  31,  1947,  and  all  expenditure  during  the  months  of  Novem¬ 
ber  and  December,  1946,  has  been  deferred  to  the  next  fiscal  period;  and 
revenue  of  1945  applicable  to  the  twelve-month  period  ending  October  31, 
1945,  and  all  expenditure  during  November  and  December,  1945,  deferred 
as  at  January  1,  1946,  has  been  brought  into  account  in  order  to  show  all 
transactions  in  their  respective  periods.  In  addition,  in  order  to  show 
revenues  available  to  meet  current  year’s  costs  a  charge  of  $60,000.00  has 
been  made  in  1946  for  amortization  of  the  Class  1  deficit.  An  offsetting- 
adjustment  in  respect  of  this  item  has  been  made  through  the  class  account 
as  shown  on  Statement  No.  4. 

Assessment  revenue  shown  on  Statement  No.  3  is  based  on  actual 
pay-rolls  for  1946,  so  far  as  they  are  known  to  the  Board.  Minor  adjust¬ 
ments  may  be  necessary  when  all  information  is  available  and  pay-roll 
audits  completed. 

Rebates  to  employers  who  entered  into  arrangements,  approved  by 
the  Board,  for  furnishing  medical  aid  to  employees  amounted  to  $68,282.00 
and  were  charged  against  assessment  revenue. 
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Payments  for  medical  services  in  respect  of  1943  and  prior  years  amount¬ 
ing  to  $10,813.36  have  been  charged  to  the  Reserve  for  Medical  Aid. 

The  Board  received  as  a  result  of  the  Province’s  plan  of  adjustment  in 
respect  of  savings  certificates  outstanding  since  June  1,  1936,  an  amount  of 
$98,171.46.  This  amount  was  distributed  to:

Assessments  receivable,  less  reserve 

Assessments  receivable  have  been  adjusted  to  include  assessments 
based  on  actual  pay-rolls,  so  far  as  they  are  known  to  the  Board.  Minor 
adjustments  may  be  necessary  when  all  information  is  available  and  pay-roll 
audits  completed.  The  reserve  for  doubtful  assessments  receivable  amount¬ 
ed  to  $46,778.49  at  December  31,  1946,  and  is  considered  adequate.  During 
the  year  under  review  accounts  totalling  $4,541.24  were  written  off  as 
uncollectable.  Recoveries  in  respect  of  accounts  written  off  amounted  to 
$510.42.

Reserve  for  loss  amounts  to  $362,423.13,  and  was  provided  in  respect 
of  sundry  school  districts'  past  due  coupons  and  for  possible  future  losses 
on  realization  of  investments.  During  the  year  under  review  net  losses  on 
realization  of  investments  amounting  to  $244.00  were  charged  to  the  reserve 
and  a  reserve  appropriation  of  $168,000.00  was  provided  as  shown  on 
Statement  No.  2. 

LIABILITIES  AND  RESERVES 

Deferred  income,  net 

Assessments  levied  in  respect  of  Class  13-2,  being  for  the  twelve- 
month  period  ending  October  31,  1947,  have  been  deferred  in  full  until  the 
next  fiscal  year.  Likewise,  all  expenditure  during  November  and  December 
1946,  regardless  of  jmar  of  occurrence  of  accident,  has  been  deferred.  The 
net  revenue,  $385,571.95,  is  shown  on  the  attached  balance  sheet  under  the 
above  caption. 

Estimated  merit  rebates 

Merit  credits  to  be  allowed  in  respect  of  the  year  1946  could  not  be 
determined  prior  to  the  closing  of  the  Board's  accounts,  but  provision,  in 
the  amount  of  $301,625.00,  has  been  made  as  an  estimate  of  requirements. 

Reserve  for  claims  pending  a,nd  unfinalled  claims 

The  above  reserve  is  an  estimate,  based  on  medical  opinion  and  the 
experience  of  previous  years,  made  by  officials  of  the  Board  of  the  amount 
required  to  meet  compensation  payments  and  pension  awards  in  respect 
of  all  claims  pending  and  unfinalled  claims  together  with  medical  services 
in  respect  of  all  accidents  occurring  subsequent  to  December  31,  1943,  after 
excluding  claims  in  respect  of  self-insurers’  employees. 
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Reserve  for  medical  aid 

The  fund  provides  a  reserve  for  medical  aid  requirements  in  respect 
of  accidents  occurring  in  1943  and  prior  years.  From  information  available 
it  would  appear  that  the  fund  will  be  more  than  adequate  to  meet  all 
requirements. 

Reserve  for  silicosis 

No  information  is  available  from  which  an  opinion  could  be  formed  as 
to  the  adequacy  of  the  reserve. 

Reserve  for  pensions 

Interest  earnings  for  the  year  were  sufficient  to  meet  actuarial  re¬ 
quirements. 

The  report  of  the  Boards’  actuary  upon  a  valuation  of  pension  liabilities 
as  at  December  31.  1943  was  received  during  the  year  under  review.  Based 
on  the  assumption  that  interest  earnings  would  be  maintained  at  the  re¬ 
quired  capitalization  rate  of  3%,  the  report  indicated  that  the  reserve  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  Board  in  respect  of  liabilities  as  at  that  date,  was  sufficient  to 
meet  requirements. 

It  is  noted  that  the  Board  is  presently  unable  to  obtain  investments 
yielding  the  3%  rate  upon  which  pensions  are  being  capitalized  and  a 
revaluation  of  the  pension  fund  at  a  lower  rate  is  anticipated  as  stated 
elsewhere  in  this  report. 

Reserve  for  contingencies 

The  reserve  is  an  estimate  made  by  the  Board  to  provide  for  expected 
contingencies  including  an  anticipated  revaluation  of  the  pension  fund 
necessitated  by  reduced  investment  earnings  rates. 

Reserve  for  disasters 

No  accretions  other  than  interest  earnings  were  made  during  the  3rear, 
the  reserve  being,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  adequate  for  present  require¬ 
ments. 

Reserve— Section  33-(l),  (n) 

Under  Section  33-(l),  (n)  of  The  Workmen’s  Compensation  Act,  the 
reserve  is  provided  to  cover  a  portion  of  the  cost  of  claims  of  workmen 
suffering  enhanced  disabilities  due  to  previous  injuries. 

Reserve  for  Construction  of  Buildings. 

The  reserve  is  provided  in  view  of  the  anticipated  construction  of 
Board  premises. 

Reserve — Section  33-(l),  (k) 

Under  Section  33-(l),  (k)  of  The  Workmen’s  Compensation  Act,  the 
reserve  is  to  provide  widow  dependants  in  necessitous  circumstances  because 
of  illness  of  themselves  or  their  dependent  child  or  children  under  the  age 
of  eighteen  years  with  such  additional  amount  as  the  Board  may  see  fit 
up  to  but  not  exceeding  to  each  widow  fifteen  dollars  a  month  during  the 
duration  of  such  illness. 
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Operating  reserve 

The  reserve  represents  the  balance  at  credit  of  classes  after  provision 
for  reserves  as  shown  on  Statement  No.  2  and  is  held  as  an  operating  reserve 
to  provide  for  cash  expenditures  as  assessments  are  not  payable  at  once  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year. 

General 

Subject  to  the  foregoing  report,  I  certify  that,  in  my  opinion,  the 
attached  Balance  Sheet  is  properly  drawn  up  so  as  to  show  the  true  financial 
position  of  The  Workmen's  Compensation  Board  as  at  December  31,  1946, 
according  to  information  and  explanations  given  to  me  and  as  shown  by 
the  books  of  the  Board,  and  the  accompanying  statements  of  revenue  and 
expenditure  correctly  set  forth  the  result  of  operations  for  the  year  ended 
at  that  date.

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MINE  RESCUE  AND  FIRST  AID  DEPARTMENT 
BLAIRMORE 

All  the  mine  rescue  equipment  on  the  Blairmore  Rescue  Station  is  in 
very,  good  condition  and  has  been  used  for  training  purposes  only. 

An  average  of  fifty  men  have  taken  the  regular  mine  rescue  and  first 
aid  monthly  training  and  twenty-six  new  men  have  been  granted  mine 
rescue  certificates.  A  total  of  seventy-five  first  aid  awards  were  made 
throughout  this  district  and  first  aid  classes  are  being  conducted  at  Coleman, 
Blairmore,  Bellevue  and  Hillcrest. 

On  July  1st  a  mine  rescue  and  first  aid  competition  was  held  at  Blair¬ 
more,  and  I  am  very  pleased  to  report  that  the  public  interest  shown  by 
their  attendance  at  the  competition  was  the  most  enthusiastic  I  have  ever 
seen.  Six  mine  rescue  teams,  five  senior  hyst  aid  teams  and  three  junior 
first  aid  teams  were  entered  in  the  contest  and  all  of  them  demonstrated 
that  they  had  spent  considerable  time  and  study  in  preparing  for  the 
contest. 

The  awards  were  as  follows: 

Mine  Rescue — 

First  Prize,  Greenhill  Mine,  Blairmore. 

Second  Prize,  Bellevue  Mine,  Bellevue. 

Third  Prize,  Hillcrest-Mohawk  Mine,  Bellevue.

Second  Prizp,  International  Mine,  Coleman 
Third  Prize,  Greenhill  Mine,  Blairmore. 

Junior  First  Aid — 

First  Prize — Bellevue. 

Second  Prize — Blairmore. 

Third  Prize — Hillcrest, 

Canmore 

The  mine  rescue  equipment  at  this  station  is  all  in  very  good  condition 
and  was  used  for  training  purposes  only.  Forty-two  men  were  given  first 
aid  lectures  and  one  new  man  was  granted  a  mine  rescue  certificate.  An 
average  of  ten  men  have  taken  the  regular  mine  rescue  training  monthly. 

Canmore  has  entered  two  teams  in  the  Dominion  First  Aid  Contest. 

Drumheller 

All  mine  rescue  equipment  at  the  Drumheller  and  East  Coulee  stations 
is  in  good  condition. 

On  September  9th,  1946,  it  was  decided  that  the  fire  area  in  the  New¬ 
castle  Mine,  which  for  some  time  had  been  sealed  off,  should  be  opened  up 
with  a  view  of  putting  it  out  completely  Mine  rescue  apparatus,  smoke 
masks  and  H.  H.  Inhalator  were  taken  into  the  mine  in  case  of  emergency 
but  were  not  used  as  the  fire  hazard  was  eliminated. 

On  September  22nd,  1946,  a  call  was  received  from  the  Nacmine  Hotel 
where  three  men  lost  their  lives.  Gas  masks  and  H.  H.  Inhalator  were 
rushed  on  the  job.  Gas  masks  were  used  to  obtain  an  air  sample  from 
cesspool. 

Fifteen  new  men  were  awarded  mine  rescue  certificates  and  thirty-six 
first  aid  awards  were  made. 

On  July  1st,  1946,  a  mine  rescue  and  first  aid  contest  was  held,  the  suc¬ 
cessful  team  being  the  Red  Deer  Coal  Company’s  team. 

Lethbridge 

The  mine  rescue  equipment  at  the  Lethbridge  and  Shaughnessy  rescue 
stations  is  all  in  good  condition  and  was  used  for  training  purposes  only. 

One  new  man  was  granted  a  mine  rescue  certificate  and  a  total  of  fifteen 
men  took  the  mine  rescue  and  first  aid  training  every  month. 

A  total  of  ninety-two  accidents  were  reported  at  the  rescue  station  and 
all  were  given  first  aid  treatment  by  the  local  superintendent  in  charge  of 
the  station. 

In  March  1946  Mr.  R,  Christie  was  superannuated  and  the  new  appoint¬ 
ment  was  given  to  Mr.  Joseph  Melling  of  Lethbridge. 

Edmonton 

The  equipment  at  this  station  is  all  in  good  condition  and  was  used  for 
training  purposes  only.  An  average  of  thirteen  men  reported  for  monthly 
training  throughout  the  year. 
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Seven  new  mine  rescue  certificates  were  awarded  and  thirty-nine  pupils 
were  given  first  aid  awards,  which  included  first  aid  certificates  and  vouchers. 

Cadomin  District 

The  rescue  equipment  at  the  Cadomin  station  is  all  in  good  condition 
and  was  used  for  training  purposes  only.  An  average  of  ten  men  have 
reported  monthly  for  the  regular  mine  rescue  and  first  aid  training.  One 
hundred  and  ninety-five  first  aid  cases  have  been  treated  by  the  local  super¬ 
intendent  throughout  the  year. 

At  Mountain  Park,  the  equipment  is  all  in  good  condition  and  was  used 
for  training  purposes  only.  An  average  of  ten  men  reported  for  the  regular 
monthly  training  and  five  pupils  were  awarded  mine  rescue  certificates. 

The  apparatus  at  the  Luscar  station  is  all  in  good  condition  and  was 
used  for  training  purposes  only.  Two  men  were  awarded  first  aid  certifi¬ 
cates  and  two  new  men  were  awarded  mine  rescue  certificates.  Eight 
men  have  reported  for  the  regular  monthly  mine  rescue  training. 

The  equipment  at  the  Mercoal  station  is  all  in  good  condition  and  has 
been  used  for  training  purposes  only.  Five  new  men  have  been  awarded 
mine  rescue  certificates  and  five  new  men  have  been  granted  first  aid 
certificates. 

Nordegg 

All  the  mine  rescue  equipment  at  this  station  is  in  good  condition  and 
has  been  used  for  training  purposes  only.  An  average  of  ten  men  have 
taken  the  regular  monthly  training. 

Two  new  men  were  awarded  mine  rescue  certificates.  A  total  of 
twenty-two  men  have  been  given  first  aid  treatment  by  the  local  superin¬ 
tendent  and  mine  rescue  crew  members. 

Calgary 

In  the  city  of  Calgary  quite  a  number  of  first  aid  classes  have  been 
organized  by  the  local  St.  John  Ambulance  Association.  I  have  co-operated 
to  the  fullest  extent  with  the  local  association  to  further  the  interest  in  first 
aid  work. 

A  total  of  approximately  300  accident  cases  have  been  reported  oii  by 
the  mine  rescue  personnel  and  have  been  given  first  aid  treatment  by  the 
local  superintendents  and  mine  rescue  crews.  A  series  of  meetings  were 
arranged  at  Nordegg,  Cadomin,  Mountain  Park,  Luscar,  and  Mercoal 
where  first  aid  pictures  were  shown  by  Mr.  Ted  Ernmott,  Provincial  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association.  The  attendance  at  these 
meetings  was  very  satisfactory  and  will,  I  believe,  result  in  greater  numbers 
availing  themselves  of  a  first  aid  course. 

All  the  rescue  stations  are  well  supplied  with  spare  parts  and  in  general 
all  the  rescue  equipment  is  in  first-class  shape  and  ready  for  any  emergency 
which  may  arise. 

The  personnel  of  the  rescue  crews  are  all  very  good  men  and  take  a 
great  deal  of  interest  in  the  work  and  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  splendid 
manner  in  which  they  turn  out  every  month  for  first  aid  and  mine  rescue 
training.  They  are  all  satisfied  that  the  local  superintendent  is  keeping 
the  rescue  apparatus  in  the  very  best  shape. 
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The  Board  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  for  the  time  given  for 
instruction  and  examination  of  first  aid  classes  by  the  medical  profession 
and  the  practical  instructors. 


SAFETY  DEPARTMENT 

Keeping  employers  and  workmen  informed  of  the  Board’s  Safet}^  and 
First  Aid  requirements,  developing  interest  in  safety  through  interviews 
and  meetings  with  workmen,  employers  and  organizations,  the  use  of  safety 
posters  and  motion  pictures,  checking  all  accidents  reported  to  the  Board, 
the  inspection  of  m,any  industries  with  a  view  to  locating  and  correcting 
unsafe  or  unhealthy  working  conditions  has  kept  the  Safety  Department  very 
busy  during  the  year. 

Distribution  of  Safety  and  First  Aid  Regulations. 

All  employers  establishing  an  account  with  the  Board  during  the  year 
received  a  copy  of  the  Board’s  First  Aid  regulations,  together  with  safety 
regulations  applying  to  their  particular  industry. 

In  the  operation  of  automobile  repair  shops  and  garages  the  Board  ob¬ 
tains  details  of  the  existing  facilities  from  which  it  directs  as  to  ventilation 
requirements.  While  shortage  of  metal  and  ventilating  equipment  has 
made  it  difficult  for  operators  to  conform  fully  to  Board  requirements  it  is 
hoped  that  the  situation  will  be  remedied  in  the  near  future. 

Where  explosives  are  used  by  other  than  qualified  mine  workers,  a 
permit  must  be  secured  from  the  Board.  Nineteen  workmen  were  issued 
permits  during  the  year;  literature  describing  the  safe  methods  of  handling 
and  firing  explosives  was  also  issued. 

Employers  are  supplied  with  notices,  bulletins  and  posters  relating  to 
matters  of  safety,  as  well  as  with  detailed  sketches  of  safe  methods  of 
scaffolding,  shoring,  guarding  machinery  and  the  like. 

Enforcement  of  Safety  and  First  Aid  Regulations. 

Copies  of  all  Accident  Reports  are  received  by  the  Safety  Department. 
This  makes  it  possible  for  the  Board  to  follow  up  in  all  cases  where  the  acci¬ 
dent  is  due  to  failure  of  the  employer  or  of  the  workmen  to  comply  with  the 
Board’s  Safety  requirements. 

The  Department  also  checks  the  nature  and  extent  of  First  Aid  Treat¬ 
ment  rendered  injured  workmen,  and  requires  adequate  First  Aid  supplies 
to  be  available  at  all  places  of  employment. 

Preventive  measures  are  being  stressed  at  all  times  where  accidents 
occur,  and  proper  safeguards  are  suggested  for  the  future  protection  of  the 
workmen  against  the  possibility  of  subsequent  accidents. 

The  Mines  Inspection  Department  is  forwarded  a  list  weekly  of  all 
accidents  reported  to  mine  workers.  Accidents  occurring  in  other  indus¬ 
tries  are  referred  to  the  Government  Inspectors  who  inspect  that  particular 
industry. 

Safety  Committees. 

With  the  exception  of  underground  mines  where  Safety  Committees 
function  under  The  Mines  Act,  over  500  Safety  Committees  were  submitting 
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monthly  reports  to  the  Board  as  of  December  31st,  1946.  Continuous 
contact  with  industry  is  maintained  through  these  Committees  by  means 
of  their  monthly  reports  supplemented  by  Bulletins  and  Safety  Letters 
from  the  Board. 

Industrial  Health. 

The  Federal  and  Provincial  Departments  of  Health  have  made  arrange¬ 
ments  whereby  the  services  of  an  Industrial  Hygiene  Engineer  are  available 
to  the  Board  for  checking  working  conditions  which  may  affect  the  health 
of  workmen.  A  survey  is  being  made  of  the  coal  mines  of  the  Province 
with  a  view  to  locating  and  correcting  dust  conditions  responsible  for 
Silicosis,  and  regular  inspections  are  made  of  industries  where  dusts  and 
fumes  may  endanger  workmen’s  health. 

Personal  Protective  Equipment. 

The  use  of  hard  hats  is  becoming  very  general  in  the  mines  of  the  Pro¬ 
vince.  Some  operators  now  prohibit  workmen  going  underground  unless 
hard  hats  are  worn.  This  safety  precaution  is  saving  lives  and  also  pre¬ 
venting  some  serious  head  injuries.  The  use  of  safety  footwear  has  been 
restricted  to  some  extent  owing  to  a  shortage  of  both  leather  and  rubber 
boots. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  in  getting  workmen 
interested  in  protecting  their  eyesight.  Workmen  in  a  number  of  industries 
have  had  their  eyes  examined,  using  a  machine  secured  by  the  Board  for 
this  purpose,  and  workmen  requiring  correction  have  been  able  to  purchase 
industrial  glasses  with  hard  lenses  at  a  substantial  reduction  in  price.  Very 
little  progress  has  been  made  in  getting  workmen  employed  in  felling  timber 
to  wear  hard  hats.  Over  half  of  the  fatalities  occurring  in  logging  operations 
are  the  result  of  head  injuries. 

Safety  Posters. 

All  safety  posters  distributed  by  the  Board  are  prepared  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment.  Two  posters  are  forwarded  to  all  Safety  Committees  monthly.  In 
addition  special  posters  and  sketches  are  distributed  to  lumbering  and  logging 
operations,  as  well  as  to  the  building  and  general  construction  industry. 
Some  2,000  copies  of  the  “Ergoty  Pete”  series  of  posters  are  supplied 
monthly  to  the  North-West  Line  Elevators  Association  Safety  Committee 
for  distribution  to  the  grain  elevators  in  the  Province. 

Safety  Campaigns. 

Canada  Packers  Ltd.,  Edmonton,  won  the  Safety  Trophy  donated  ann¬ 
ually  by  the  Board  to  the  meat  packing  plantwith  the  best  accident  experience. 

As  a  result  of  a  well  organized  safety  campaign  and  foreman  training 
programme,  instituted  by  the  management  of  this  company  their  accident 
ratio  was  considerably  reduced  during  the  year  1946  as  compared  by  the 
year  1945.  In  fact  all  the  six  plants  who  took  part  in  this  competition  bene¬ 
fited  to  a  considerable  extent  through  the  campaign,  which  brought  about 
a  greater  safety  consciousness  amongst  the  various  workmen  thereby  im¬ 
proving  their  accident  experience.  These  six  plants  have  co-operated  in 
organizing  the  “ Alberta  Packers  Safety  Committee”,  and  are  holding  meet¬ 
ings  every  two  months  at  one  of  the  plants  for  the  purpose  of  discussing 
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safety  activities,  safety  equipment,  and  methods  found  successful  in  de¬ 
veloping  a  greater  interest  in  safety.  A  uniform  system  of  recording  acci¬ 
dents  and  keeping  records  has  been  established  and  each  plant  will  now 
receive  a  statement  monthly  showing  their  individual  accident  frequency 
and  severity,  as  well  as  that  of  each  of  the  other  plants  in  the  Safety  Associa¬ 
tion  , 

Luscar  Collieries,  of  Luscar,  having  had  the  best  accident  experience 
of  all  Alberta  coal  mines  in  1946,  is  in  line  for  the  Ryan  Trophy  awarded 
annually  by  the  Canadian  Institute  of  Mining  and  Metallurgy  to  the  coal 
mine  in  Canada  with  the  best  accident  experience. 

The  Drumheller  Coal  Operators’  Association  have  carried  on  their 
safety  campaign  by  awarding  cash  prizes  at  regular  periods  to  workmen  who 
have  had  no  lost  time  injuries. 

The  Alberta  Motor  Transport  Association  have  included  safety  activities 
as  part  of  the  general  service  rendered  to  their  membership.  A  motorcycle 
patrol  for  checking  the  speed  of  trucks  operated  by  members  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion  has  been  placed  on  the  highway.  Safety  badges  are  also  being  awarded 
to  truck  drivers  who  have  operated  for  one  or  more  years  without  an  accident

The  Board  wishes  to  express  their  appreciation  to  the  many  employers, 
to  members  of  Safety  Committees,  to  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association, 
to  the  officials  and  inspectors  employed  by  the  Department  of  Mines,  the 
Board  of  .Industrial  Relations  and  the  Mechanical  Branch  Department  of 
Public  Works  for  the  assistance  rendered  in  the  prevention  of  accidents  in 
the  many  industries  of  the  Province  during  the  year. 

Industrial  Nurses. 

The  Board’s  policy  in  requiring  industry  to  provide  Graduate  Nurses 
for  treating  injured  workmen  on  the  job  is  proving  very  beneficial.  There 
are  now  26  Industrial  Nurses  employed  in  industry,  an  increase  of  five  over 
the  previous  year.
